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The Minister and His Bible 

To the minister of the gospel, this is 
the most important Book. “Thy words 
were found and I did eat them; and 
thy word was unto me the joy and re- 
joicing of mine heart,” Jer. 15:16. “This 
book of the law shall not depart out of 
thy mouth; but thou shalt meditate 
therein day and night, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all 
that is written therein: for then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous, and 
then thou shalt have good success,” 
Josh. 1:8. “For the word of God is 
quick, and powerful, and sharper than 
any twoedged sword, piercing even to 
the dividing asunder of soul and spir- 
it, and of the joints and marrow, and 
is a discerner of the thoughts and in- 
tents of the heart,” Heb. 4:12. “How 
sweet are thy words unto my taste! 
yea, sweeter than honey to my mouth,” 
Psa. 119:103. 

Joseph Parker, the great London 
pastor, used to sit wrapt in thought, 
gently tapping his Bible, saying: “This 
is history; this is science; this is 
poetry, biography, travel, philosophy, 
nature, prophecy; this is EVERY- 

ING!” Truly the Bible is the great- 

t source book in the world! All great 
preachers have been indefatigable 
scholars of the Book of books. 

Can it be true that some preachers 
have not yet read the Bible through, 
chapter by chapter, verse by verse, to 
its completion? My answer must be 
yes! Let not this statement be true 
of any one of us, for we must know 
this Book to be its representatives. 
We must know not merely a few fav- 
orite verses, chapters or books, but the 
whole of it. Ours must not be a super- 
ficial, get-by knowledge, but a pro- 
found, non-contradictory, ever-in- 
creasing knowledge and love of the 
Word of God. We should be able to say 
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with the Psalmist, “O how love I thy 
law! it is my meditation all the day.” 
Isn’t it glorious that we have been 
called to minister from the greatest 
Book in the world? 

There has never been a time in the 
history of civilization that the Bible 
was more subtly attacked than now, 
with the various groups such as: 
modernists, Unitarians, and evolu- 
tionists, expounding their views. The 
trend is toward a laissez-faire, Calvin- 
istic doctrine—with its damning, 
“once saved always saved” teaching. 
Along with this array is the multi- 
tudinous false religions of this day. 
We have heard it said with contempt 
again and again that, “You can prove 
anything (teaching) by the Bible.” 
Nothing is more untrue than this fool- 
ish statement! If we know the Book, 
it will stop the mouths of all gain- 
Sayers, whatever their false hy- 
potheses. 

Can we say we are familiar with 
the great doctrines of the Bible and 
that we are their faithful exponents? 
These are days when such truths as 
repentance, sanctification, Holy Ghost 
baptism, the second coming of Christ, 
heaven, hell, and judgment are passed 
over lightly, wrested to suit the fancy 


of the so-called minister, or even 
completely ignored! Revivals of old 
time religion have always come 


through the faithful preaching of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ, for, as it is 
written, “Faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God.” If 
we proclaim these blessed truths, 
mingled with our prayers and faith, 
they shall not return unto us void, 
but shall accomplish that which the 
Lord pleaseth. Undoubtedly many of 
us have already specialized in the 
study of some certain books. This is 
indeed well worth while; in fact, we 


can not become well informed on all 
the books of the Bible at once. There 
must be a starting-point; so let it be 
with the book or two of your choice. 
We have also found that if we try, a 
great number of passages in the Bible 
can be memorized, becoming our 
cherished treasures as ministers of 
this glorious gospel. The Book must 
be in our heads and hearts if the 
Holy Ghost is to bring it to our re- 
membrance. 

An atheist in Canada, in the early 
days of my ministry, challenged me 
with this statement, “You think Jesus 
Christ was a wonderful Man, but I 
say, He was a horse thief.” Quick as 
a flash the Holy Ghost brought to 
my mind the answer, “The earth is 
the Lord’s and the fulness thereof.” 
As we read whole books at a sitting; 
studying with all the aids God has 
given us in dictionaries, encyclopedias, 
commentaries and Greek lexicons, the 
Word of God becomes an inherent part 
of our being. If we adhere to the 
things which have been written, then, 
“thou shalt be a good minister of Je- 
sus Christ, nourished up in the words 
of faith, and of good doctrine, where- 
unto thou hast attained.” 

Dr. Cummings, writing of the endur- 
ing nature of this Book, described it 
in these words, “The empire of Caesar 
is gone; the legions of Rome are 
moldering in the dust; the avalanches 
that Napoleon hurled upon Europe 
have melted away; the pride of the 
Pharaohs is fallen; the pyramids they 
raised to be their tombs are sinking 
every day in the desert sands; tradition 
has dug for it a grave; intolerance has 
lighted for it many a faggot; many a 
Judas has betrayed it with a kiss; 
many a Peter has denied it with an 
oath; many a Demas has forsaken it; 
but the Word of God still endures.” 


Dr. James L. Vance beautifully sum- 
marized the literary value of the 
Bible when he wrote, “The Bible is 
not only many books, it is a literature. 
History, poetry, prophecy, philosophy, 
theology, oratory, humor, sarcasm, 
irony, music, drama, tragedy, strategy, 
love tales, war tales, travelogues, laws, 
jurisprudence, songs, sermons, warn- 
ings, prayers, all are here. Was there 
ever such literature? The Bible be- 
gins with a garden and ends with a 
city. It starts with a morning fol- 
lowed by a night, and ends with a 
day that shall know no night. It 
breaks the silence with ‘In the begin- 
ning God,’ and it hushes the universe

areas. Dr. Higdon said there were 
about 3,000,000 out of 18,000,000 people 
killed and wounded in the Philippines 
during the war.

Palestine Benefits From Jews 

Sunday School Times reports that, 
“The Jewish population has grown 
from 80,000 to 675,000 while the Arab 
population has also grown from 600,- 
000 to 1,200,000. Living conditions have 
improved greatly, not only for the 
Jews but also for the Arabs. Jewish 
hospitals and medical centers care for 
Jew and Arab alike. Child mortality 
has decreased greatly among the Arab 
population with the introduction by 
the Jews of modern ideas of sanita- 
tion and cleanliness. 

“The Arab, long exploited by his ef- 
fendi, an absentee landlord, now 
earns a living wage. The fellah, the 
desperately poor Arab farmer and 
tenant emulating the Jewish colonist 
in his industry and scientific methods, 
now raises high priced crops and live- 
stock. He enjoys a degree of prosperity 
which he has never known before. 
Jewish immigration has not dimin- 
ished but greatly increased Arab lib- 
erty and prosperity.”

Haifa a Thriving Port 

New Palestine reports that “some 
30,000 Jewish laborers earn their liv- 
ing in Haifa today, as against a mere 
3,000 as recently as 1932, it was stated 
at a press conference held by the Jew- 
ish Chamber of Commerce in Haifa. 
Fourteen per cent of the country’s in- 
dustry is concentrated in Haifa. 
Haifa’s rental trade comprises some 
1,000 shops with approximately 3,000 
employees and a yearly turnover of 
about LP 2,000,000 (calculated at pre- 
war prices). The town’s wholesale 
trade has 60 warehouses with 455 
workers and a pre-war turnover of 
LP 500,000 a year. The Jewish popula- 
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tion of Haifa is officially estimated at 
73,000. 

“The Chamber of Commerce has 
decided to give wider publicity to the 
economic significance of the town, 
and will, accordingly, resume the pub- 
lication of its annual bulletin, both in 
Hebrew and English, in cooperation 
with the ‘Trade and Industry’ Com- 
pany.”

A Vote for Prayer 

Paul Antonio was the mechanic who 
made the steel ballot box for the vot- 
ing of UNO’s security council. He in- 
serted the following vote: “May I, who 
have the privilege of fabricating this 
ballot box, cast the first vote? May 
God be with: every member of the 
United Nations Organization, and 
through your noble efforts bring last- 
ing peace to us all—all over the 
world.” So far as I have learned, this 
was the only prayer for the opening 
of the UNO council. If UNO can find 
no place for God in its councils, I 
doubt but that God will find little 
use for UNO as an institution to fur- 
ther the best interests of mankind.

Senator Morse (R) from Oregon, 
speaking on the “minimum wage bill” 
before the Senate stated that, “It 
seems to me that in American politics 
too frequently there is much reference 
to great Christian principles and not 
enough practice of those principles.”

Lord Halifax Sounds Warning 

Addressing a congregation in Wash- 
ington Cathedral here, the Earl of 
Halifax, British Ambassador to the 
U. S., scored the abandonment of 
Christianity as the cause of the “dire 
disaster” of World War II and declar- 
ed that whole peoples must embrace 
moral law if Christendom is to endure. 

“Of the gravest concern to us,” the 
Ambassador said, “is that after nearly 
2,000 years of the Christian religio 
a large part of Europe should have 
relapsed into conditions as degrading 
as anything known or done in the 
worst days of paganism; as if Chris- 
tianity had not been born; or as if, 
after brief trial, men had come to the 
conclusion that they had no further 
use for it.”

Jews in Moslem Countries 

The New Palestine reports that “A 
summary of a recent census taken of 
Jews residing in Moslem countries has 
now been published. The census shows 
that the total number of Jews there 
is approximately 775,000. Of these 
some 350,000 live in North African 
countries, 80,000 in Egypt, 40,000 in 
Yemen, 20,000 in Syria and the Leb- 
anon, 140,000 in Iraq, 70,000 in Persia, 
25,000 in Afghanistan and India, and 
a further 50,000 in other Moslem 
countries.” making a total of 775,000 
Jews in these countries. 
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The Woman, the Man Child and the Remnant 
As Chey Apply to Jsrael 


In the prophecies concerning Israel 
and the Church, we find that both 
groups are composed of a woman, a 
man child, and a remnant. In the fol- 
lowing article, these three symbolical 
personages will be considered in their 
application to Israel. 


THE WOMAN 
In so brief an article, the woman 


@: be considered only from the time 


of Israel’s revivification in the figure 
of the dry bones in the valley. Ezek. 
37:1-14. After that figurative resur- 
rection from among the nations, the 
word is that her ingathering will con- 
sist of “all the house of Israel.” v. 16. 
“Behold, I will take the children of 
Israel from among the heathen, 
whither they be gone, and will gather 
them on every side, and bring them 
into their own land.” v.21. It is at 
that time, also, that God “will bring 
again the captivity of Jacob, and have 
mercy on the whole house of Israel, 
and will be jealous for my holy name.” 
Ezek. 39:25. And in describing the 
allotment of land given to Jerusalem, 
it is stated that “it shall be for the 
whole house of Israel.” Ezek. 45:6; 
37:21, 22. 

In Hosea 2 and 3, Israel is identified 
as a woman, in her divided estate of 
the northern and southern kingdoms; 
and in the third chapter, she is rep- 
resented by the same figure as one 
united nation. 


THE MAN CHILD 
This whole house of Israel, elect 


@: non-elect, is what is meant by 


the woman in question in her present 
state of pregnancy, immediately pre- 
ceding the tribulation. The birth of 
the two children will take place con- 
secutively, first, the man child as the 
144,000 sealed Israelites, at the be- 
ginning of the tribulation; and second, 
the remnant, at the end thereof. Of 
that first birth it is said, “Before she 
travailed, she brought forth; before 
her pain came, she was delivered of a 
man child.” Isa. 66:7. From that 
prophecy it is shown that the birth of 
the man child will take place before 
the travail of the tribulation plagues 
and persecutions will come upon her.

“The gifts and callings of God are 
without repentance.” Rom. 11:29. In 
choosing the twelve apostles, Jesus 
merely said, “Follow me,” and “they 
forsook all and followed him.” Luke 5: 
11. Doubtless, that same plan will be 
adhered to in choosing those compos- 
ing the body of this Israelitish man 
child. A somewhat similar sealing 
(perhaps that of the remnant here- 
with included) is shown in Ezekiel 9: 
2-4, 11. 

And so it is found that in choosing 
the 144,000 “firstfruits unto God and 
to the Lamb,” in Israel’s restoration, 
that nothing is said about repentance 
or pressure being required of them, 
but merely to “hurt not the earth, 
neither the sea, nor the trees, till we 
have sealed the servants of our God 
in their foreheads.” Rev. 7:3. The 
plural pronoun here used indicates 
that upon arrival at Jerusalem, the 
angel, or messenger, from the east 
(Babylon) found a companion in 
service already on the ground, the 
pair evidently being the two witnesses. 
Rev. 11:3. These two will at once set 
to work, choosing and sealing the 144,- 
000, which, under the supernatural 
estate of the sealers, will be accom- 
plished with despatch. 

Limited space forbids presenting 
full scriptural support on this point. 
But this much may be said, that in 
Rev. 11:1, John reveals that “there was 
given me a rod: and the angel (Jesus) 
stood, saying, Rise and measure the 
temple of God, and the altar, and 
(number) them that worship there- 
in.” In chapter 7:4, he “heard the 
number of them that were sealed,” 
showing that having heard their 
number, he was well qualified to do 
the numbering. The measuring of the 
temple and altar also indicates the 
rebuilding thereof at that time; for 
as yet there is no temple in Jerusalem 
in which the antichrist desecration 
may take place. 2 Thess. 2:4. At the 
overthrow of Jerusalem by the beast 


at the middle of the week (Zech. 14:2; 
Dan. 9:27), this man child will escape 
into Moab where those composing it 
will be sustained by the Moabites dur- 
ing the three years of depredations to 
follow (Isa. 16:1-5), doubtless ac- 
counting for the fact of the escape of 
Edom, Moab and Ammon “out of his 
hand,” at that time. Dan. 11:41. The 
scene in Rev. 14:1-5 is right after the 
fall of Babylon (the antichrist king- 
dom), some seven months before the 
battle of Armageddon, when the 
Lamb will meet them on their return 
from Moab to Jerusalem. Matt. 24: 
29-31. 
THE REMNANT 

Much is said in prophecy about the 
remnant of Israel, which brevity for- 
bids mentioning in this connection. 
However, in the next verse following 
the account of the non-travailing 
birth of the man child, this significant 
scripture appears: “Who hath heard 
such a thing? who hath seen such 
things? Shall the earth be made to 
bring forth in a day? or shall a nation 
be born at once? For as soon as Zion 
travailed, she brought forth her chil- 
dren.” Isa. 66:8. 

The contrast between the two births 
of the remnant and man child is clear- 
ly portrayed in this verse and that 
preceding. The first three years (or 
thereabouts) of the tribulation, when 
the temple is being built, the Jews will 
have no molestation whatever from 
the antichrist. He will be busy with 
his own personal endeavors, the prin- 
cipal one of which will be the rebuild- 
ing of Babylon and the development 
of the Euphrates valley. Zech. 5. But 
woe will be the fate of Israel, once he 
goes after her! “For I will gather all 
nations against Jerusalem to battle; 
and the city shall be taken, and the 
houses rifled, and the women ravish- 
ed; and half the city shall go forth 
into captivity (the penalty for refus- 
ing the mark), and the residue of the 
people shall not be cut off from the 
city” (the reward for taking the 
mark). Zech. 14:2. 

This taking of the city by the anti- 
christ forces at the middle of the

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Beauly of Holiness

Text: Psa. 96:9 


Lesson Text: Psa. 96:1-9, “O sing 
unto the Lord a new song; sing unto 
the Lord, all the earth. Sing unto the 
Lord, bless his name; shew forth his 
salvation from day to day. Declare his 
glory among the heathen, his wonders 
among all people. For the Lord is 
great, and greatly to be praised: he is 
to be feared above all gods. For all the 
gods of the nations are idols: but the 
Lord made the heavens. Honour and 
majesty are before him: strength and 
beauty are in his sanctuary. Give unto 
the Lord the glory due unto his name: 
bring an offering, and come into his 
courts. O worship the Lord in the 
beauty of holiness.” 

I have given the reader the quota- 
tion of the seven verses preceding our 
text, so that we might deal with them 
slightly for a foundation of the text. 

Relative to a new song, it can be the 
oldest song in the book, if and when it 
is sung in the spirit and inspiration 
of the soul. So it is not a new number 
at all; it is positively the oldest song 
we know, sung in the spirit of holi- 
ness, sung in the strength of victory. 
And, we might as well tell you the 
truth now, in the beginning of this 
article, we are not dealing with “sur- 
face ideas” about just what is THE 
BEAUTY OF HOLINESS. It is deeper 
than our politeness of professed Chris- 
tianity. 

It is not an outward show of eti- 
quette technique. It is not the ap- 
parent proof that holiness can be as 
popular and correct in the world of 
the wise and still retain its integrity 
with God’s Church. The beauty of 
holiness is not one of our fine and 
splendid girls (who is highly esteemed, 
however), dressed in immaculate 
clothes with becoming length and 
modest sleeves, whose hair is done in a 
modest (not modern) way that suits 
her features as we nod our approval. 
Though we appreciate these qualities 
in our youth, the beauty of holiness is 
not that. Neither is it one of our fine 
young men who conducts himself in 
equal manner in apparent Christian 
gentlemanship. 

Neither is the beauty of holiness 
made up and compacted in an elderly 
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person with all the back number char- 
acteristics of demureness and “old- 
timeyism”—one such person who de- 
lights in his old-timey ways in dress 
and piousness but who never has 
enough vision to influence a single 
person to Christ. Still we thank God 
for our old-fashioned women and men. 
But the “beauty of holiness” is not 
found on the surface of these things. 
It is not the apparent life of the 
clean, upright, neat, talented, modest 
person of any given category, who 
may have an unholy character. 

Holiness is a beautiful thing when 
it is powerful. And that is exactly 
what “beauty of holiness” is; it is the 
strength and power of God. 

Holiness is beautiful when it is 
saving a soul from the flames of hell. 
Holiness is beautiful when it possesses 
enough strength to convict a boy or 
girl of sin and cause them to ignore 
every form of worldly social and 
flee from their. worldly friends to 
God’s altar with uplifted arms, 
screaming for mercy and refuge. Oh, 
it is beautiful then. Indeed, itisa 
lovely thing to see the “beauty of holi- 
ness” working with some beautiful 
person, who one moment has the ap- 
parent attitude of sympathizing and 
even pitying God and His people and 
finally registering a disgust for it all 
and ridiculing herself for ever 
having come to the house of God, of 
such proportions of power, demon- 
strations, and with such inner imagi- 
nations, making an effort to depart 
from the presence of God, only to find 
herself imprisoned with such forcible 
conviction till such personage wilts 
like a rag and flees to the altar 
of sacrifice, and in a moment of time 
finds herself transformed from a 
vain daughter of Satan to a more 
beautiful daughter of God, screaming 
at the top of her vocal strength that 
God has power, yea beauty! 

Yes, indeed, folks, when holiness 
works like that it is BEAUTIFUL and 
it works like that when we, as sons and 
daughters of God, worship in such pro- 
portions of “beauty strength.” And the 
4th verse assures us that God has in 
His sanctuary an enduring substance 
to supply us according to His riches in 





glory. And He invites, “Come boldly to 
the throne of grace (sanctuary) ask- 
ing for help in time of need.” Truly we 
need God’s sufficiency to accomplish 
things now in this great emergency of 
world jitters. 

Worship God in “the beauty of holi- 
ness.” We have no reason for anxiety 
about how our services at the house of 
God will turn out if we worship Him 
ourselves in such sacrificial consecra- 
tion. Someone says, “I desire, more 
than anything in this world, to wor- 
ship God in such faith and love that 
my life will be a vehement flame for 
souls, but seems I cannot reach that 
place of attainment. The 8th verse 
tells us just how to attain such pro- 
portions of sineerity. First, God says, 
“Bring an OFFERING,” and, then 
“YOU come.” How is this now? First, 
I bring an offering, then I come to 
the courts of God. 

Simply this. This offering is not a 
gift of finance, but it is one’s heart for 
service in the house of God for the 
glory of God. And this is how it works. 
It works like faith works. 

Faith is the thing we use to get what 
we want. We see, spiritually, the thing 
we want; we hope immediately for it; 
we send faith to get it, which precedes 
us: yes, faith runs on ahead of us 
where the thing is and waves back to 
us: “Come; catch up. Come to where 
the thing is (Rom. 16:26), and get it.” 
So the offering is simply our heart and 
soul going on to the house of God by 
faith, believing that God will bless to- 
night, and then we hurry on after, do- 
ing our necessary housework, to the 
very place where our heart and very 
life has been abiding, yes abiding for 
the presence of God. Yes, bring an of- 
fering and come into His courts. Come 
into the presence of God, for your 
heart, your faith, your earnest desire 
and worship have preceded you, ang: 
God’s blessings are assured. Yes, th 
strength and power of God meet you 
at the door; even your interest and 
spirit of heart welcome your entrance. 
There is no time for idle talk now, no 
interest for silly clamor of everyday 
nothings, no room for such chaffy 
thoughts, for God is already meeting 
with the mind and vehement desire of 
the saints, and no one is in an attitude 
for anything but heavenly things, and 
how could one be with them in actual 
heavenly places? Immediately the 
“beauty of holiness” begins to work, as 
the saints begin to sing “a new song,” 
just an old song with a new vision, 
new illumination, or will I just say,

The Republic of 
Haiti will admit all the used clothing 
that we wish to send for charitable 
purposes free of duty. 

We shall appreciate any of our 
churches who wish to join in this good 
cause, soliciting good used clothing 
and wrapping them securely in bun- 
dles to be sent to Haiti. If you are not 
too far from Jacksonville, Florida, you 
may ship the clothes by freight to the 
Suwannee Fruit and Steamship Com- 
pany, Catherine Street, Jacksonville, 
Florida, who will handle them and bill 
this office for the freight charges from 
Jacksonville to Port au Prince, Haiti. 

If you are nearer another port, you 
can get information from some steam- 
ship office in your city as to what line 
will handle them from your nearest 
port. You can pay the charges and the 
Mission Department will refund the 
money. 

Please keep in mind one thing: In 
order for the clothing to be exempt 
from duty, the package must be 
marked, “Rev. John P. Kluzit, The 
Church of God. Box A-2, Port au 


Prince, Haiti,” and must be marked 
from the Church of God, Cleveland, 
Tennessee, or from your local church. 
No clothing will be admitted duty-free 
unless it is marked from the Church 
of God here and to the Church of God 
in Haiti, since individuals are not giv- 
en this courtesy. 

Also, please notify the Church of 
God Mission Department each time 
you make a shipment, giving the num- 
ber of bundles and the weight, and 
whether they are shipped directly to 
Brother Kluzit or through the Suwan- 
nee Fruit and Steamship Company in 
Jacksonville. 

If you could realize what a great 
blessing these clothes are to our people 
there, and that thousands of our peo- 
ple will be able to dress so that they 
can go to church by having these 
clothes, I believe you would get behind 
this move 100 per cent.—M. P. Cross, 
Mission Secretary.

One of the Master’s last promises to 
the sorrowing disciples before He took 
leave of the earth on ascension day was 
that He would ask the Father to send 
someone to fill His place as their com- 
forter and fellow helper. He gave them 
specific directions as to what they were 
to do until that promised One came. 
Obediently they did as He commanded 
and we have the record of what took 
place on that glorious day when the 
Comforter made His descent into their 
lives. It is found in the wonderful, ac- 
tion-packed book called the Acts of the 
Apostles, and someone has rightly said 
it should be called the Acts of the 
Holy Spirit for truly that is what the 
book is about, the wondrous-working 
power of the Holy Spirit of God whom 
Jesus sent from the Father into the 
lives of very ordinary men. Men of 
this kind spend whole lives on the 
banks of a smelly stream or sea, carry- 
ing on the unglamorous work of fish- 
ing and selling their products fora 
meagre living, or behind the desk of 
some routine office job, unnoticed of 
and unnoticing the passing world. But 
see the difference in these men. Some- 
thing above the natural abilities of 
mankind was behind their ordinary 
words, and results were super-ordinary. 
As you read the sermon that Peter ut- 
tered at that day, there is nothing so 
dramatic about it, nothing in the 
phrasing of it that is striking. Very 
plain, simple speech it is. But note 
what happened ere he was ready to 
finish. Someone cried out while he was 
yet speaking and wanted to know the 
way to salvation. This happened more 
than once, too. By the way, how many 
times have you ever heard a preacher 
interrupted by a sinner wanting salva- 
tion? Have you ever wondered why? 
No need to wonder, the answer is sim- 
ply ‘that we preachers of today 
need that same energizing, power-giv- 
ing, soul-disturbing force that was be- 
hind that humble preacher on the 
day of Pentecost. Rest assured that as 
soon as we have Him in the sermon, 
the sooner we will see the effects of 
Pentecost in not only the sermon, but 
in every phase of the work of the 
church today. 


This is not to say that we do not 
need, or should we ever seek to better 
our natural abilities. A thousand times 
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no. The principle involved here is one 
higher than that of learning. An old 
proverb, whose author was Solomon, 
says this, “With all thy getting, get un- 
derstanding.” We could well say, With 
all our getting, get the Spirit of God. 
He is Christ’s substitute, so to speak, 
on earth today. When Jesus told the 
disciples to go into all the world and 
preach the gospel, He said, “Lo, I am 
with you always.” This He does in the 
Person of the Holy Ghost. Their pur- 
pose, aims, and means are one and the 
same. 

But the problem in our day is that 
another substitution has taken place. 
It has been a very gradual process and 
has crept into the nominal church in 
such a slow, almost imperceptible way, 
until little is thought of the actual 
truth of what has happened. In fact, 
it began away back in the early his- 
tory of the church. It grew out of a 
misconception of how to receive the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost. Taking 
the few instances in the scriptures 
where the apostles laid their hands up- 
on the believers in prayer for them to 
receive the baptism, they gradually 
came to teach and believe that the 
only way for the Christian to receive 
the Holy Spirit in baptism was by the 
laying on of hands by the bishop, who, 
as they supposed, had taken the apos- 
tles’ place in the church. This ritual 
is still a part of many churches today, 
and it is called “confirmation.” Many 
churches have candidates for confir- 
mation who go through a period of 
training and teaching under the guid- 
ance of the pastor until they have 
reached a certain proficiency in the 
category of the church, then on a cer- 
tain day they are confirmed. It is lit- 
tle realized by most of us when we see 


such services advertised by the 
churches who practice this rite, that 
that is the remains of what God in- 
tended to be the enduement of power 
from on high for His believing chil- 
dren. Oh, how empty and meaningless 
these endless rites and rituals all seem 
in the face of the power-laden story of 
the book of Acts. How presumptuous of 
any man to think that God has to have 
the imposition of his hands of clay to 
impart the blessed Spirit of God to a 
believer. Little wonder the church is a 
dead, empty, powerless institution to- 
day. If anyone would doubt the fac- 
tuality of this reasoning, I have only 
to refer you to the history of the prog- 
ress of the church through the ages. 


In the face of these facts, certainly 
we should be thankful for the great 
privilege of the Pentecostal preaching 
and practice of the Church of God. I 
do not say by this that I am certain 
that we are the Biblical proto-type of 
today in all our methods and means of 
getting people through to the full 
blessing. I long for the day when we 
will have more spontaneousness in the 
services of our churches in regard to 
people receiving the baptism with the 
Holy Spirit. I believe that God will ac- 
tually POUR out the Spirit in our serv- 
ices and upon the needy ones of our 
congregation if we can ever attain the 
idea that it is His will to do so. So 
many times we are prone to want to 
limit His work entirely to the altar 
service. My friends, what is so impor- 
tant about our singing and preaching 
that we can’t step aside at any time 
in them to allow some dear soul to be 
blessed? After all, isn’t that the sole

purpose of the existence of the church? * 


O God, give spiritual education, that 
we could recognize the moving of the 
Spirit and the leadings of the Spirit 
in such a wise, understanding way that 
we would actually be “co-workers” in 
every operation of the church. To some, 
this might sound like a plea for total 
informality to the point of indecency 
and disorderliness. Not so in the least, 
but here is my thought—can we always 
be sure that the method we have of 
carrying on the worship services that 
we deem are decent and in order are 
the methods that God would call the 
same? If so, why is it that in almost

There is much discussion these 
days with reference to the subject of 
Hell. The modernist says the day of 
the hell-fire screechers is a day of the 

ast, and that there is no such place 

a place of eternal hell fire and 
damnation of the wicked, but regard- 
less as to whether this age of apostasy 
and sin declares the non-existence of 
hell or not, the Biblical analogy rela- 
tive to the doom of damned souls is 
ever the same. 

I am aware that Pastor Russell al- 
legedly declared that hell was a beau- 
tiful place, one to be desired, a place of 
flowers and fragrance, rest and peace. 
Now that he has passed away, if he 
were to come back, I believe his theory 
would be changed. 

It is the devil’s business to hood- 
wink every Christian that is possible, 
to forget hell, and especially to prey 
upon the clergy with such modernis- 
tic and flowery philosophy as to prac- 
tically outlaw hell from their minis- 
try, but you may rest assured that the 
Psalmist said, in Psalm 9:17, that “the 
wicked shall be turned into hell, and 
all the nations that forget God.” This 
is a hell peopled with the wicked, 
which constitutes the sinful, the un- 
just, the unholy, the ungodly, the un- 
righteous, the profane. It is not 
a place where booze is served on a sil-

ailing and gnashing of teeth. I am of 
the firm opinion that it is either holi- 
ness or hell. 


HELL HAS A LOCATION. ITIS A 
PLACE 

Isa. 5:14 tells us, “Therefore hell 
hath enlarged herself; and opened 
her mouth without measure: and their 
glory, and their multitude, and their 
pomp, and he that rejoiceth, shall de- 
scend into it.” In the Old Testament 
we understand that hell was composed 
of two compartments, divided by a 
great gulf, as shown in the 16th chap- 
ter of St. Luke. The lower compart- 
ment was inhabited by the wicked and 
the upper by the righteous. The right- 
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eous were not allowed, as they are to- 
day, to go into the heavenlies above, 
because perfection did not come by the 
Levitical priesthood. The law made 
nothing perfect. Therefore, the Old 
Testament faith was held as in a per- 
son awaiting the supreme sacrifice of 
the last Passover Lamb, which was 
Jesus Christ, who was as a lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world, and 
who brought in the power of redemp- 
tion, which power or atonement 
availed from the days of Adam up to 
Calvary, and throughout all genera- 
tions; and while this Lamb was on the 
cross, He said to the thief, “Today 
shalt thou be with me in Paradise.” 
Where did he go that day? Jesus 
stated, “As Jonah was in the whale’s 
belly three days and three nights, so 
will the Son of Man be in the heart 
of the earth three days and three 
nights.” Then the Psalmist said, 
“Thou wilt not leave my soul in hell; 
neither wilt thou suffer thine holy one 
to see corruption.” This was the 
prophecy of Jesus who went to hell

and provided His atoning blood. He is 
the great Hero of God, one who “lived 
and was dead, and behold, I am alive 
forevermore; and have the keys of 
hell and of death,” and as God’s Hero 
thrust these keys into the lock of the 
gates of Hades and triumphed in that 
He not only descended, but the same 
also ascended, leading captivity cap- 
tive, and giving gifts unto men. The 
resurrection of the righteous took 
place as shown in Matt. 27:52, and Je- 
sus came forth triumphantly out of a 
dark domain, victorious over death, 
hell and the grave. It is apparent that 
hell would be in the bowels of the 
earth, according to the foregoing 
scriptures, and that when Jesus came 
forth with the righteous there was no 
more need for the gulf to separate the 
two classes of society, because the 
Christ of Calvary who said, “Today 
shalt thou be with me in paradise,” 
and who descended that day into the 
bowels of the earth, would say today, 
as Paul, that to go to paradise now 
would not mean to go down, but rath- 
er to go up, where Paul was caught 
away, even to the third heaven, to 
paradise. Here we see the chains of 
paradise, the abolition of the gulf 
and the enlarging of the mouth of hell 
without measure, and into this terri- 
ble place their glory, their multitude, 
their pomp, and he that rejoiceth, 
shall descend. 

Let me further state, also, that hell 
is at the end of a Christless life, and 
according to Isaiah, to be mixed up in 
the glory and the pomp of this godless 
world would mean a free ticket to the 
region of the lost.

Matt. 25: 41, “Then shall he say also 
unto them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his 
angels.”

every case of an outstanding service 
in the New Testament where souls were 
saved or baptized with the Spirit, there 
came an abrupt halt to what man was 
doing and the Spirit of God Himself 
seemed to take charge of the proceed- 
ings? It all adds up to this, that God’s 
standard of decency and orderliness 
might be, and perhaps is, a different 
concept of what we have in our minds 
about it. One thing that we all can be 
sure of is that when God does a thing, 
it is certainly all right and will prove 
so to be with the passing of time, even 
though it may seem a little ridiculous 
at the moment. For instance, the day 
of Pentecost was, to some, only a result 
of too much intoxicating drink, from 
the way the ones acted who had been 
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filled with the Spirit! but, there was 
born there in all that seeming disor- 
derliness, the organization that car- 
ried the name of Jesus to all quarters 
of the globe, even to include you and 
me. Let us be careful that we do not 
substitute our own methods and plans 
insomuch that we lose the working of 
the Spirit in our midst. It is entirely 
possible that He does not have an 
opportunity to do many wonderful and 
mighty things in our gatherings today 
simply because we fail to recognize 
Him and do not even expect to see Him 
manifested in them. 

Let us examine ourselves and see if 
we have been in such a hurry and so 
enveloped with the plan of worship 
to which we have all become accus- 
tomed that we have almost closed the 
door of privilege of action in the face 
of the Spirit.

9:27) will be the first at- 
tack (birth pains) against the Jews. 
It will, also, be the first act in the 
separation (birth) between the moth- 
er (national Israel) and the remnant, 
when the Christ-hating and money- 
loving half (the woman) will take the 
mark and worship of the beast for the 
privilege of remaining in the city to 
carry on their business. The penalty 
imposed on the elect remnant for not 
taking the mark, when the throes of 
the birth pains have begun to force 
them to come to the birth, will be 
their sale into slavery, the motive for 
which will be the greed of the anti- 
christ and his Gogite, communistic 
followers. Ezek. 38:11,12; Zech. 14:2; 

Joel 3:5, 6. 

Then, at the coming of the Lord to 
the mount of Olives some three years 
after the taking of Jerusalem at the 
middle of the Week, when the works of 
man will be destroyed and the power 
of the antichrist broken by the world- 
wide earthquake (Zech. 14:4,5a; Rev. 
6:12-17; 10:1-6; 11:13-15; 16:18-20; 
Isa. 24:1-5; Jer. 4:23-27), God will 
gather this elect remnant back to Jer- 
usalem preparatory to Armageddon. 
Matt. 24:29-31; Rev. 16:12-17. Then it 
is that “the earth shall be made to 
bring forth in one day” and “a nation 
be born at once.”

It lived on, to the extent that 
even though Elisha’s grave was old 
and sunken to the exposing of his 
bones, when travelers were burying a 
dead man on top of his bones, hur- 
riedly, and the dead man touched the 
bones of Elisha he came to life, climbed 
out, and traveled on with them.

I’ll tell you, brethren, 
some of our dead hath more life than 
some of us. 

Let us not suffer it further. Let us 
bring an offering and come into God’s 
courts with victory, with strength, 
with power, WITH BEAUTY. Let us 
obey Rom. 12:1, 2, and know where we 
are in God’s mind, know that we are 
in his eternal purpose, purpose in us 
even before the world was, realizing 
then these heavenly designs are in us 
and working in our being, according to 
God’s eternal purpose. Truly we can 
stay hid away in such revelation, in 
such love, in such strength, in such 
“beauty,” accomplishing the perfect 
will of God. Hence our services will 
continue to be in the house of God in 
such proportions of strength and 
beauty till our worship will be the 
source of soul-saving and body-heal- 
ing.
